Township budget report 
Expenses triple outlay

Granite City Township spent more than 
$186,000 last year. on administration of a pro- 
gram that provided less than $52,000 in assis- 
tance to the needy. 

According to the annual township report pre- 
sented at Tuesday night’s town meeting, the 
Granite City Township General Assistance pro- 
gram provided $51,783 in food, rent, utility and 
medical expenses to needy individuals between 
March 1, 1996 afid Feb. 28, 1997 

But it’ cost the township $186,548 in salaries 
and benefits to employees overseeing the gen- 
eral assistance program. 

The program began the year with five full- 
time workers. But that number was reduced to 
four when office manager Bernie Hagnauer 
took over the job of township supervisor follow- 
ing the death of her husband, former supervi-

Partney resolution rejected

David Partney's latest attempt to eliminate 
township government in Granite City was 
thwarted at the annual Town Meeting Tuesday 
night when Township Attorney Bill Schooley 
ruled a resolution drafted by Partney out of 
order. 

Partney’s ‘‘advisory’’ resolution called for 
the town electors — all registered voters who 
attended the meeting — to direct the towr 
board to eliminate the township assessor’s 
office — except for the elected position of 
assessor — and contract with Madison County 


to provide assessment services 

But Schooley ruled Partney ‘‘out of order” 
before the resolution was read and said the 
town electors do not have the power to tell the 
town board — also the city council in Granite 
City — what to do. 

The meeting, attended by 40 people, quickly 
adjourned with no further discussion 

Partney said after the meeting that the 
Madison County Supervisor of Assessments 
office can provide services for $45,000 annually, 
except in quadrennial years, when a fee of 
$120,000 would cover costs

Area warned on transit plan 


At least one Madison County Board representative from 
the Tri-Cities area believes this area could be slighted on 
future transportation projects. 

“It’s no secret that economic and residential development 
follows transportation,’’ said Don Garrett, D-Madison. 

Garrett is encouraging area residents to show up in force 
at the next meeting of the Madison County Long Range 
Transportation Planning Committee, Monday at 8 p.m. at 
the Collinsville Holiday Inn. 

“The plan, which will allocate millions of future transpor- 
tation dollars throughout Madison County, will have a 
profound impact on the Tri-City community,”’ Garrett said 
‘‘Depending on the priorities selected, that impact will be 
positive or negative.’’ 

Garrett said he is ‘less than satisfied’’ that the plan’s 
priorities will benefit the Tri-Cities area ‘‘as I think it 
should.”’ 

“Other areas, such as Edwardsville/Glen Carbon and 
Highways 157 and 159 seem to be mentioned more frequent- 
ly,” Garrett said. ‘‘The Tri-Cities area, including Pontoon 
Beach, Mitchell and Highway 3 — which has long been the 
‘breadbasket’ of Madison County — cannot afford to watch 
as millions of transportation dollars are allocated else- 
where without insisting on its fair share.’’ 


Schools not baby-sitting 


School officials in Granite City are concerned with the 
increasing number of parents utilizing schools as an after- 
hours baby-sitting service 

In response, the school district is cracking down on 
parents who habitually leave their children at school long 
after dismissal. 

“It’s not really a major problem,” said Superintendent 
Steve Balen. ‘‘But it’s enough of a problem that something 
needs to be done.’’ 

School officials will continue to attempt to contact persons 
listed on the emergency card. But if contact cannot be made 
within 15 minutes, police will be called to transport the 
students to an after-school latchkey program at Frohardt 
Elementary School and parents will be billed for services. A 
note will be left on the front door of the home school 
informing the parents where their child has been taken. 

Parents will also receive a written warning after a first 
offense. School officials will contact the Mlinois Department 
of Children and Family Services to report ‘‘neglect”’ on a 
second offense.

The ‘current plan calls 
for the rate to rise to $2,114, 
$2,214 and $2,318 in subsequent 
years. 

“There is more interest now 
in in-depth debate on where we 
ought to be positioning our- 
selves on the issue of afforda- 
bility. This would not be a rey- 
enue loss but not a realization 
of revenue,”’ said University 
President Ted Sanders. 

Sanders held a teleconfer- 
ence with the media Monday 
from the Carbondale campus 
He plans to explain the task 
force’s recommendations at 
Thursday’s board meeting at 
SIUE. 

Although the board approved 
the 4.7. percent plan last 
spring, members must vote on 
actual increases each year and 
are not bound to rates con- 
tained in the plan, Sanders 
said. 

The board also is considering 
increases in several student 
fees on both campuses, some 
of which were raised last April

in fact, most loan agreements provide for ac- 
celeration of the balance owed if the borrower 
falls behind. In other words, if 
becomes délinquent on a 
balance can be demanded. 

What options are available to a debtor in this 
situation? One possibility is to borrow the 
money elsewhere and pay off the balance ow- 
ed. This is often impossible, however, due to 
the poor credit rating of the individual. Another 
possibility is to contact the creditor and work 
out a satisfactory payment

Man dies in accident

The Granite City Park 
District is offering an 
opportunity to be remembered 
in Wilson Park. 

Through a project titled 
‘‘Walk of Memories,”’ it is 
selling red concrete 
engraveable bricks to people, 
organizations, businesses and 
other entities interested in 
having their names and special 
dates installed in the park 
along a 200-foot sidewalk that 
will constructed this fall. 

The bricks, which cost $75 
each, are being sold at the 
Granite City Park District 
office to raise money for 
renovation at the Delmar 
entrance to the park; an area 


known as the Tulip Garden, 
Director David Polivick said. 

The project involves 
construction of a concrete 
walkway around the Tulip 
Garden and flag poles. The 
bricks will be installed as a 
border beside the walkway 
after its construction.

Polivick said the idea for the

Don Bennett, former 
director of Lambert Field in 
St. Louis, along with Ron 
pek and Col (Ret) Russ 
Rinklin, members of the Lead- 
ership Council of Southwestern 
Illinois. 








Baricevic has sponsored a 
St. Clair County initiative 
which will result in a study by 
Woolpert Consultants to devel- 
op proposed zoning criteria to 
be ‘used by St. Clair County, 
Belleville, O’Fallon, Lebanon’ 
Mascoiutah, and Shiloh to con: 
trol development in the Mid 
America Airport and Scott 
AFB environs. Currently, these 
communities are in the process 
of authorizing funds to help 
defray the cost of the study 
which will be 80 percent fund 
ed by the state 





Ironically, Shiloh, the com- 
munity which prides itself as 
Scott “AFB’s closest neighbor, 
has allowed an annexation 
which slaps the concept of 
good neighborliness directly in 
the face. At a recent council 
meeting, Shiloh approved a 
land use proposal which the St 
Clair County zoning board had 
disapproved earlier. The pro- 
posal turned down by the coun- 
ty asked for permission to 
replace two mobile homes, 
install one additional mobile 
home, and rezone the property 
to allow placement of addition- 
al mobile homes in the future 
This request was turned down 
by the county zoning board 
because it violated the coun- 
ty’s 0-3 overlay zone restric- 





tions which were implemented 
to maintain the public welfare 
and safety in the identified air- 
port protection zone 

Interestingly, the property 
owner asking for the variance 
then applied for annexation to 
O'Fallon after being denied by 
the county. O’Fallon also 
turned down ie request for 
additional trailers and the 
request for mobile home (MH) 
zoning, offering instead an 
agreement to allow replace- 
ment of existing tr: 
the promise to reconsider addi- 
tional mobile homes following 
the conclusions of the county 
zoning study (by Woolpert). 
Not satisfied with these 
answers from O'Fallon, the 
petitioner then asked Shiloh for 
permission to annex. The 
request was approved post 
haste, plus two water taps 
were thrown in for free! 








The questions one must ask 
are simple. Is Shiloh acting 
responsibly? Is Shiloh being a 
good neighbor to Scott AFB? 
The answers are obvious. I’m 
surprised and disappointed 
that the citizens of Shiloh 
remain content to allow Mayor 
Norm Acker and the village 
board to make these decisions 
without protest. Personally, I 
wouldn’t want it on my head 
that my community ‘blatantly 
ignored attempts to limit 
future encroachment on land 
surrounding Scott AFB and 
Mid America Airport.

After women are on hormone 
replacement therapy for 12 
months, 95 percent have no 
further problems with spotting, 
Malnar said. 

“However, it is important to 
work closely with the 
physician to make the therapy 
as manageable as possible.’’ 

There are options in the 
types of therapy available and 
the ways it is administered 
For women who have had their 
uterus removed, estrogen is 
the only substance necessary. 
It can be given in pill form or 
in transdermal patches that 
stick on the body and allow the 
medication to be absorbed 
through the skin into the 
bloodstream. No one method is 
better than another in 
protecting from heart disease 
or osteoporosis, Malnar said. 

If a woman still has her 
uterus, progestin needs to be 
taken in conjunction with 
estrogen. There is a wide 
variety of regimens available 
for this combination. One 
method is a cyclical schedule, 
with time intervals when the 
patient does not take the 
progestin: This allows the 
uterine lining to build and 
slough, much like thé cycle in 
premenopausal women. 

Recent research has 
indicated that continuous 
combined therapy, in which 
both drugs are taken together 
but the dosage of progestin is 
reduced, is just as effective. 
The continuous combined 
therapy is generally easier to 
comply with, does not cause

loyee assessor’s office, excluding benefits to employees. 

‘That's a savings of $945,000 over four years,” Partney said 
Partney said he thinks Schooley quashed his effort because the 
vote might have gone in favor of the resolution. 

“To me, this is like a dictatorship,’’ Partney said. ‘“This reso- 
lution was advisory for the town board of electors and they 
wouldn’t even allow it be read 

“They didn’t have e deck stacked in their’ favor, so they 
wouldn’t let it be read=”” 
Township Assessor Darlene Laub called Partney’s resolution 
‘idiculous’” 

“JT think it’s hilarious Mr. Partney thinks he could do this in 
an annual town meeting,’’ Laub said. ‘Number one, you can’t 
ange state statutes and numiber two, the Madison County 
Supervisor of Assessments can’t enter into an agreement with 
the City Council. That must be done by the county board. 

“If Mr. Partney spent as much time on his family business as 
he does on this witch hunt’’ his business would be more success- 
ful, Laub said 

She said Partney should visit the assessor’s office and speak 
to her if he has a problem with the way services are provided. 

In addition to Laub, who was paid $37,000 last year and will 
get a raise to $40,000 as of Jan. 1, the assessor’s office has a 
chief deputy that is paid $28,500 annually and seven full-time 
employees, each earning a $23,396 salary plus benefits, accord- 
ing to the annual report. 

The office also accumulated $82,261 in expenses last year, 
including $54,712 in insurance premiums for those employees.
